Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see "RESPONSE TO OFFICE ACTION", filed 
03/23/2006, with respect to claims 1 - 28 have been fully considered. Upon 
further review of the claims, the Examiner noted that there is a plurality of 
distinct inventions claimed by the applicant. 

Therefore, a restriction and election of species is required. 

Election/Restrictions

3. Inventions ll/lll and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. 
The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process 
as claimed can be practiced by another and materially different 
apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to 
practice another and materially different process.
